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1. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., envelope, latency, or strereausis processors) are not recited in the rejected 
claims 1, 5/1 or 6/1. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 
988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

It is also noted that applicant utilizes the phrase "acoustic signal waveforms and 
processing similar to those used by dolphins" in the claims (emphasis added).

3. Claims 1, 5/1 and 6/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kuc. The Kuc reference discloses the utilization of a biometric sonar system (see 
FIG. 1), comprising a transmitter and two receivers (see FIG. 1) that use acoustic signal 
waveforms ( see page 727, right column, 6 th line from the bottom) and processing ( see 
page 728, left column, line 26-28) similar to those used by dolphins for echolocation in 
which acoustic pulses are radiated by the transmitter, two or more channels of pulse 
echoes are received by the receiver and processed to generate acoustic images and 
probable identification of objects (see abstract) in the ensonified field as recited in the 
aforementioned claims.
